But with Duffy, I 
simply owed him some newspapers. ! Sigured that some day I'd 
be flush and I'd skip collecting from him for several months, 
but keep delivering papers, until my route book balanced. But 
I still haven’t got Mush and I had to give up the newspaper 
route to protect my eligibility for Social Security, I still owe 
Duffy 1,347 copies of the Port Huron Times Herald. 


While nostslgisting, I remembered that Duffy is about seven 
foot tall and | immediately thought, columnist Beltaire should 
hear how my late dad once introduced Duffy to a friend. 
“This is George Duffy,” Dad said, “the only railroad owner in 
the world who is longer than his track.” 

Then I returned to Beltaire’s column and discovered that, 
by gosh, he had heard about Dad’s wisecrack, There it was, in 
print for the first time. But Beltaire credited it to “Editie 
Fitzgerald of the Lapeer Fitzgeralds.” 


And that’s when I felt the pang. 

There is an Eddie Fitzgerald who lives in Lapeer but he i 
not my father; he’s my son. The Eddie Fitzgerald who knew 
George Duffy never lived in Lapeer. He was ‘‘of the Port 
Huron Fitzgeralds” and he never lived anywhere else in all his 
71 years. His swinging widow still lives there, pretending she 
was his daughter. 


AH of which is a small mistake, and certainly 
understandable. Writing this weekly nonsense has gained me a 
certain amount of notoriety and “the Lapeer Fitzgeralds” has 
a valid enough ring to it, I suppose. But it makes me feet 
uncomfortable, like a usurper of the throne. 


My father was quite a guy and I’ve always been pleased to 
be recognized as his son. I jove to be told that ! look like him. 
To me, it could never be right that he be remembered as my 
father. He accomplished a {ot more important things than to 
help produce me, as any of my four sisters would be quick to 
tell you. 

Dad wouldn’t be miffed by Beltaire’s mistake in geography. 
He’d just laugh. On the other hand, he’d be madder than hell 
to learn about me gypping George Duffy. Just thinking about 
his anger makes me feel like a little boy. 

Which isn’t 8 bad way to feel. I guess I just want to be my 
father’s son for a few more years, anyway.

A graduated income tax has Jong been a basic 
tenet of Democratic platforms in Michigan, 
following the thesis that the more an individual 
earns, the higher rate of income tax he should 
Ppay—just like on the federal level. 


The 1963 state constitution bans a graduated 
raie on income taxes, w to change our present 
flat-rate system with a graduated system would 
require a change in the constitution, which must 
pe approved by the voters. 


The issue has come up before. Back in 1968, the 
same question was voted upon, and the graduated 
income tax idea was buried under an avalanche of 
voles. The vote was 614,826 yes. and 2,025,052 
no. The issue failed in every county, including the 
bastion of the Michigan Democratic party, Wayne 

“ County, where it flonned 561,000 to 190,000. 

But still, the Democrats ure insisting that the 
people should decide again. About the only 
explanation I've heard is that back in 1968, the 
people really didn’t understand what they were 
voting on; if that’s true. it’s one of the grossest 
cases of misunderstanding on anvbodv's record 

Be that as it may be, the question apparently 
will come before us once again. Just because it 
failed miserably four years ago is no sign it would 
fail again this time.

Now, if that story is accurate. and if it gets 
across to the 85 percent of taxpayers who would 
be paying tess, (hen the outcome of a popular vote 
could be quite different, indeed. 

Mind you, the total tax load would not go down 
85 percent; it would be going up quite a bit 
instead. But the Weinberg figures mean that 15 
percent of the taxpayers would be paying a whale 
of a lot more in state taxes, while the 85 percent 
would be paying less. And in our election system, 
85 perceni usually outvotes 15 percent—except 
may be in Chicago.
